Government of Aruba 
delighted that deaf 
children will hear again! 



ORANJESTAD - Last Mon¬ 
day morning during a press 
conference with Dutch Minis¬ 
ter Piet Hein Donner and the 
Prime Minister of Aruba, the 
results of an investigation con¬ 
ducted by WODC (Scientific 
Investigations and Documen¬ 
tation Center) was presented. 

Said results, compiled in a 
formal investigative report ti¬ 
tled, “The State of Aruba’s 
Government, 44 was presented to 
the President of Parliament and 
the First and Second Chambers 
of the Dutch Parliament. 

The report confirms Aru¬ 
ba’s structural vulnerability 


such as was noted in the previ¬ 
ous administration. 

The WODC also noted the 
government’s intention to 
solve the problems in a struc¬ 
tural manner as stipulated in 
the note related to “Bestuur- 
lijke Verniewing,” (govern¬ 
ment reform). Holland will 
continue to support Aruba in 
the future with respect to 
Aruba’s quest for a high qual¬ 
ity of governance and the ap¬ 
plication of law. 

Back in November 2009, 
the Prime Minister and then 
Dutch Secretary of State Ank 
Bijleveld agreed that there 


should be an investigation re¬ 
garding Aruba’s governance. 
The investigation covers an 
analysis of various reports, re¬ 
search on different applica¬ 
tions of law in over 20 small 
and large cases on different 
fronts of management, and nu¬ 
merous conversations with key 
informants. 

WODC concluded that 
Aruba has a problem due to its 
small size. According to 
WODC this is because there is 
the lack of quality and capabi¬ 
lity, the short distance between 
government and the commu¬ 
nity, the polarization of politics. 
These all have an influence on 
good governance and on the 
quality of government. 

According to them, there is 
a structural vulnerability in 
government and in the applica¬ 
tion of law. 

This is due to a combina¬ 
tion of preferential treatment 
and the incorrect use of the 
necessary space for govern¬ 
ment officials to do evaluation. 
While Parliament, on the other 
hand, as well as other institu¬ 
tions that must guarantee good 
governance is not providing 
sufficient opposition. 

WODC arrived at their con¬ 
clusions in view of the follo¬ 
wing three categories of the 
power of intervention of the 
government of Aruba: public 
tender, prolongation of permits 
and the management of go¬ 
vernment personnel. WODC 
encountered several breaches 
of law in these three categories 
and consequent pressures that 
these breaches of law encurred. 

They further explained that 

a. the criteria for deviating 
from the rules of public tender 
were not upheld and that there 
were no rules with respect to 
under handed public tenders, 

b. missing clauses in the pro¬ 
cedure for sending people back 
to their place of origin. There 
was no strict and fixed ruling 
for issuing permits. This crea¬ 
ted long lines of people wai¬ 
ting for years resulting in many 
painful cases, which justified 
deviation from the few rules in 
place, the mixture of functions. 


The Aruba White Yellow 
Cross does an excellent job in 
detecting hearing deficiencies 
in young children during the 
very first weeks of their lives. 
Fortunately, only a small 
percentage of children born 
in Aruba are born either deaf 
or hearing impaired. Previ¬ 
ously, these children were 
destined to grow up and live 
with the handicap of hearing 
impairment with all the con¬ 
sequences that such a handi¬ 
cap brings with it. 

The Quota Service Club of 
Aruba has for years been 
doing much to make us con¬ 
scious of the importance of 
taking care of our hearing. 
During the Carnival period 
they present information fly¬ 
ers, do lectures about hearing 
care and protection and they 
also distribute air plugs to 
protect those directly in¬ 
volved in the loud music dur¬ 
ing the parades. 

Both Quota Club and 
FEPO have been extremely 
concerned about the few deaf 
children who could not be 
operated on to receive a 
cochlear implant. FEPO is 
the foundation that is in¬ 
volved in audiometries and 
the measurement of hearing 
aids. Cochlear Implants have 
been proven to allow deaf 
children to hear again like all 
other children. The reason for 
not doing this operation here 


was purely financial. 

Nose, Ear and Throat spe¬ 
cialist, Dr. Cabenda proposi¬ 
tioned the government about 
this matter. Together with the 
Prime Minister they were 
able to convince the AZV 
(General Sickness Insurance 
organization) to cover the 
huge expense of this type of 
operation. 

Last week three children, 
the youngest being three 
years of age, were operated 
and received the Cochlear 
Implant. The Prime Minister 
took the time to visit these 
children recovering in the 
hospital. 

The parents of these chil¬ 
dren were understandably 
elated that their children 
would be able to hear after 
the long wait and consistent 
pleading for such an opera¬ 
tion. They were simply over¬ 
joyed by the smiles on the 
face of their children who 
would finally be able to lead 
normal lives again. 

They are grateful to Dr. 
Cabenda who, according to 
them, “walked the extra 
mile” to make this operation 
happen together with his for¬ 
eign colleague Prof. Dr. 
Stokroos. 

The operations were all 
successful and marks a new 
milestone in Aruba’s health 
care services.

Britain urges Israel to 
revoke settlement plan 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama praised 
the "unshakeable” bonds be¬ 
tween Israel and the United 
States Tuesday in remarks 
marking the start of the Jewish 
high holy days. 

Obama paid homage to US- 
Israeli ties in a videotaped 
statement honoring the sacred 
Jewish holidays — book-ended 
by the start of the Jewish new 
year Rosh Hashanah on 
Wednesday and the day of 
atonement, Yom Kippur, next 
week.The major Jewish holi¬ 
days afford "an opportunity to 
reaffirm our friendships, 
renew our commitments, and 
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reflect on the values we cher¬ 
ish," said Obama. 

"My administration is 
doing everything we can to 
promote prosperity here at 
home and security and peace 
throughout the world — and 
that includes reaffirming our 
commitment to the State of Is¬ 
rael," the US leader said. 

"While we cannot know all 
that the New Year will bring, 
we do know this: the United 
States will continue to stand 
with Israel, because the bond 
between our two nations is un¬ 
shakeable," he added. 

Obama noted, however, 
that "the last year was also one 


THE HAGUE, (AFP)-Dutch 
prosecutors Tuesday asked for 
jail sentences between 10 to 
16 years against five suspected 
Tamil Tigers for aiding the Sri 
Lankan rebel movement from 
the Netherlands, including 
collecting funds. 

"We are asking for long 
sentences. The suspects were 
consciously involved in an in¬ 
ternational terrorist organisa¬ 
tion," prosecutor Ward 
Ferdindessen said in the in¬ 
dictment. 

The prosecution asked for 
three sentences spanning a 
decade each, a 12-year sen¬ 
tence and a 16-year sentence, 
with Ferdindessen saying "if 
we are demanding heavy 
penalties... it’s for the future, 
so it won't happen again." 

The five defendants are ac¬ 
cused of having collected 
money and information for the 
separatist Liberation Tigers of 
Tamil Eelam (LTTE), known 
as the Tamil Tigers, listed since 
2006 by the European Union 
as a terrorist organisation. 

The men are charged with 
organising illegal lotteries, 


of hardship for people around 
the world," including for the 
people of Israel, who, he said, 
"face the uncertainties of an 
unpredictable age." 

He made his remarks with 
relations between the two al¬ 
lies strained over his call last 
year for a Palestinian state and 
Israel's refusal to extend a 
moratorium on construction of 
settlement housing in the West 
Bank. 

The State Department on 
Tuesday said the United States 
was "deeply disappointed" that 
Israel had approved construc¬ 
tion of 1,100 homes in a Jew¬ 
ish settlement in East 


asking for subsidies for "hu¬ 
manitarian purposes" from 
Dutch municipalities and 
threatening the Sri Lankan 
community in the Nether¬ 
lands. 

Prosecutors said by exten¬ 
sion, the men were responsible 
for the LTTE's actions like the 
recruitment of child soldiers 
and murder. 

Arrested in April and June 
last year as part of a probe in 
the Netherlands into the activ¬ 
ities of the banned LTTE, the 
five have lived in the country 
for "a long time and have 
Dutch nationality", national 
prosecution spokesman Wim 
de Bruin told AFP. 

But defence lawyer Victor 
Kopp called the prosecution's 
demand disproportionate to 
the facts, saying he was very 
shocked. 

Judgement is expected in 
the second half of October. 

The LTTE battled for 
decades for a homeland for the 
ethnic Tamil minority, in an 
armed struggle that killed 
some 100,000 people, accord¬ 
ing to UN estimates. 


LONDON (AFP) - Britain on 
Tuesday attacked Israel's an¬ 
nouncement that it was to 
build homes for 1,100 settlers 
in east Jerusalem and urged 
the government to rethink its 
decision. 

Israel earlier said it would 
build the homes in the east 
Jerusalem settlement of Gilo, 
a move Palestinians slammed 
as a rejection of a proposal by 
the so called Quartet — the Eu¬ 
ropean Union, Russia, the 
United Nations and United 
States — for new peace talks. 

Hague called on Israel to 
revoke the decision, adding 
now was a time "when all par¬ 
ties should be striving to re¬ 
turn to talks and responding to 
the Quartet statement call to 
refrain from provocative ac¬ 
tions". 


The foreign minister said 
settlement expansion was ille¬ 
gal, corroded trust and "under¬ 
mined the basic principle of 
land for peace". 

The project's passage on 
Tuesday is the next step in a 
lengthy approvals process for 
the planned expansion of the 
Gilo neighborhood. 

"With this, Israel is re¬ 
sponding to the Quartet's 
statement with 1,100 'Nos'," 
Palestinian negotiator Saeb 
Erakat told AFP. 

The Quartet proposed a re¬ 
sumption of talks after the 
Palestinian formally requested 
admission to the United Na¬ 
tions as a full member state, a 
step intensely opposed by Is¬ 
rael and its closest ally, the 
United States.

Six Questions to Guide you Through the Day 


My job as a psychologist, 
among others, is to help peo¬ 
ple find answers to the per¬ 
plexities they experience in 
their lives, to help people to 
become liberated from hang 
ups, burdens, depression, and 
other mental and emotional 
experiences, which may be 
hindering their effectiveness. 
I have observed that many of 
our problems can be avoided 
if we knew how to make bet¬ 
ter choices in life, and if we 
knew how to focus properly. 
While many personal prob¬ 
lems may have far reaching 
roots and may take time to be 
resolved, if we could learn to 
ask some key questions every 
day, we may be able to live 
with far less stress and frus¬ 
tration. ... and be happier and 
more effective people. 

Throughout the day it is a 
good idea to take a step back, 
as it were, and examine not 
just what you’re doing at the 
moment, but how you’re 
going about your business 
routine down the road. In 
other words, examine the 
road you’re traveling, but 
also how you’re going about 
the journey. You might dis¬ 
cover that you’re just going 
through the motions and not 
doing the very best you can, 


nor being your very best! 

Let me suggest six key 
questions we should be ask¬ 
ing ourselves as we begin 
each day. These six questions 
may help you to begin your 
day with more focus and far 
less stress. These questions 
will help you live your life to 
the fullest and give you a 
brand new perspective: 

1. Am I totally com¬ 
mitted to everything I’m 
doing? 

If you work for somebody, 
your employer should see 
your commitment to your 
job. If you’re not committed 
to your job and to what you 
do at work, you will not be 
happy and you could never 
be 100% effective nor pro¬ 
ductive. Total commitment is 
necessary for job fulfillment 
and personal satisfaction. 
This applies to everything 
else you’re doing. It applies 
to those who do volunteer 
work as well. Commitment is 
key to satisfaction and being 
effective. 

2. Am I enthusiastic 
and excited about life? 

If you begin your day 
droopy and down, that is 
most probably how it will 


continue and end. Your effec¬ 
tiveness will be zilch. People 
who are sad and somber often 
contaminate others around 
them. They create an un¬ 
healthy sphere in the work 
place. Decide to be enthusias¬ 
tic and excited despite what¬ 
ever your circumstances may 
be. Thank God that you’re 
alive and can do things others 
can not do. Be happy for 
being you and for the oppor¬ 
tunities you have. 

3. Am I totally honest? 

If you’re not honest to 
yourself and to others, you 
will experience a great deal 
of unnecessary stress and 
frustration. Honesty can 
sometimes be painful, but it 
is still the best policy. You ex¬ 
perience a unique kind of 
freedom and liberation from 
being honest. Honesty makes 
your work much more plea¬ 
sant and enjoyable. 

4. Can I love uncondi¬ 
tionally? 

There are many people in 
your life who you need to love 
unconditionally. Your parents, 
no matter how difficult and 
demanding they may be, your 
spouse, no matter how he/she 
treats you, your child(ren) 


with all their flaws and idio¬ 
syncrasies. Unconditional 
love is not easy to practice, 
but it is the only kind of love 
worth giving. If you want true 
personal freedom and success, 
love unconditionally. When 
we love unconditionally, those 
we love this way almost al¬ 
ways responds positively and 
brings joy and gladness into 
our lives... especially our 
children! 

5. Am I forgiving of oth¬ 
ers? 

Most of us have trouble, 
big time, forgiving others 
who hurt or offend us! But it 
is the wise person who de¬ 
cides, come what may, I will 
forgive him/her. Forgiveness 
is the key to true freedom. 
When we refuse to forgive, 
we suffer a whole lot more 
than the person we don’t 
want to forgive. Decide to 
stop the suffering and just let 
it go.... Forgive! I know, the 
hurt was big and ugly and it 
is the other person who 
wronged you and who should 
ask your forgiveness. But, be¬ 
cause you are the wiser one, 
and because you know the in¬ 
trinsic value of forgiveness 
and the emotional benefits for 
you...You forgive! 


6. Should I include 
spirituality in my day-to- 
day undertakings? 

You know, we are three- 
part beings: mind, body and 
spirit. If we give attention 
only to the mind and body 
and neglect the spirit we will 
not be doing justice to our 
being. Medical doctors and 
specialists have found that 
people who give attention to 
their spirit being are better 
able to handle stress and life’s 
difficulties than those who ig¬ 
nore that aspect of their lives. 
What’s more, they have dis¬ 
covered that people who in¬ 
clude God in their lives 
experience far less stress and 
have much healthier lives 
overall. God should have a 
prominent place in our do¬ 
ings and thoughts. It is not 
stupid to ask God to guide us 
and to protect us everyday. It 
is foolish not to do so! 

This list of six, obviously, 
can be expanded to include 
several more questions. But I 
am limiting myself to these 
six. I consider these cardinal 
and necessary for a healthy 
lifestyle and productive expe¬ 
rience everyday.

MIAMI (AFP) - When the 
SS Gairsoppa was torpedoed 
by a German U-boat 70 years 
ago, it took its huge silver 
cargo to a watery grave. US 
divers are working to recover 
what may be the biggest 
shipwreck haul ever, valued 
at some $210 million. 

Florida-based Odyssey 
Marine Exploration on Mon¬ 
day confirmed the identity 
and location of the Gair¬ 
soppa, and cited official doc¬ 
uments indicating the British 
ship was carrying some 219 
tons of silver when it sank in 
1941 in the North Atlantic 
some 300 miles (490 kilome¬ 
ters) off the Irish coast. 

Valued then at 600,000 
pounds, the silver today is 
worth about $210 million, 
which would make it his¬ 
tory's largest recovery of pre¬ 
cious metals lost at sea, 
Odyssey said. 

"We've accomplished the 
first phase of this project — 
the location and identifica¬ 
tion of the target shipwreck - 
- and now we're hard at work 
planning for the recovery 
phase," Odyssey senior proj¬ 
ect manager Andrew Craig 
said in a statement. 

"Given the orientation and 
condition of the shipwreck, 
we are extremely confident 
that our planned salvage op¬ 
eration will be well suited for 
the recovery of this silver 
cargo." 

Recovery is expected to 
begin next spring. 

After a competitive tender 


process the British govern¬ 
ment awarded Odyssey an ex¬ 
clusive salvage contract for 
the cargo, and under the agree¬ 
ment Odyssey will retain 80 
percent of the silver bullion 
salvaged from the wreck. 

The 412-foot (125-meter) 
Gairsoppa had been sailing 
from India back to Britain in 
February 1941 bearing a 
cargo of silver, pig iron and 
tea, and was in a convoy of 
ships when a storm hit. Run¬ 
ning low on fuel, the Gair¬ 
soppa broke off from the 
convoy and set a course for 
Galway, Ireland. 

It never made it, succumb¬ 
ing to a German torpedo in 
the contested waters of the 
North Atlantic. Of the 85 
people on board, only one 
survived. 

The Gairsoppa came to 
rest nearly 15,400 feet (4,700 
meters) below the surface, 
where for decades it was lost 
to the world. A previous ef¬ 
fort to locate the shipwreck 
failed. 

Odyssey found it rela¬ 
tively quickly, and insists the 
depth of the site won't pre¬ 
vent a full cargo recovery. 

Odyssey is a world leader 
in deep-ocean exploration 
and has numerous shipwreck 
hunting projects in process 
around the globe. 

In May 2007, it announced 
it had found half a million sil¬ 
ver coins and hundreds of 
gold objects from a ship they 
code-named the "Black 
Swan," which went down in 


1804 in the Atlantic off the 
Strait of Gibraltar. The find is 
being contested by Spain, 
which claims the trove. 

In the latest operation, the 
firm recently conducted re¬ 
motely operated vehicles 
from its main ship, the 
Odyssey Explorer, to inspect 
the Gairsoppa wreck. It ac¬ 
quired still and video im¬ 
agery from the site which 
were used to confirm the 
identify and evaluate the con¬ 
dition of the ship. 

Photographs released by 
the company show clear de¬ 
tails of the Gairsoppa, includ¬ 
ing a ladder leading to the 
forecastle deck, a waist-high 
compass used by the helms¬ 
man, even the hole in the 
steel hull blown open by the 
torpedo. 

The find highlights the in¬ 
fluential role that modern 
technology has come to play 
in the business of finding 
shipwrecks, with vastly im¬ 
proved sonar equipment, 
global positioning systems 
and advanced deepwater ro¬ 
bots that scour the world's 
oceans for booty. 

UNESCO estimates there 
are some three million ship¬ 
wrecks worldwide, with bil¬ 
lions of dollars in sunken 
treasures and priceless 
knowledge that can be recov¬ 
ered from the depths of the 
ocean, including vast 
amounts of naturally occur¬ 
ring copper, silver, gold and 
zinc deposits waiting to be 
discovered

Hip break boosts death risk by five: 
US study 


WASHINGTON, (AFP) - 
Women age 65 to 69 who 
break a hip face a five-times 
higher risk of dying within a 
year than their healthy coun¬ 
terparts, a bigger increase than 
in older women, said a US 
study on Monday. 

Women 70-79 face double 
the risk of dying within a year 
if they break their hip com¬ 
pared to women who do not, 
and women 80 and older who 
break a hip face about the 
triple risk of dying, it said. 

The study was funded by 
the National Institutes of 
Health and appears in the 
Archives of Internal Medicine. 

"This study is a wake-up 
call that the first year after a 
hip fracture is a critical time 
for all elderly women, but es¬ 
pecially for younger women, 
ages 65-69, who face a much 
higher death rate compared to 


their peers,” said lead author 
Erin LeBlanc. 

The International Osteo¬ 
porosis Foundation has said 
there are about 1.6 million hip 
fractures per year, with 51 per¬ 
cent occurring in Europe and 
the Americas and most of the 
remainder in the Western Pa¬ 
cific region and Southeast 
Asia. 

About half of all women 
over age 50 will break a bone 
because of osteoporosis, ac¬ 
cording to the US-based Na¬ 
tional Osteoporosis 

Foundation. 

The NIH-funded study was 
based on data from nearly 
10,000 women in four US 
cities who enrolled from 
1986-1988 in a research proj¬ 
ect to track osteoporotic bone 
fractures. 

Over the course of 20 
years, 1,116 of the women en¬ 


rolled suffered hip fractures. 
Those women were matched 
by age to a comparison group 
of 4,464 women who did not 
break a hip. 

Those figures suggest that 
the hip fracture itself plays a 
major role in the deterioration 
of a woman's health, accord¬ 
ing to co-author Teresa Hillier, 
senior investigator at the 
Kaiser Permanente Center for 
Health Research. 

"We also found women are 
at the highest risk of dying 
within the first three months 
after hip fracture, which leads 
us to hypothesize that hospi¬ 
talization, surgery and immo¬ 
bility lead to other 
complications that ultimately 
result in their death." 

The top three causes of 
death for all women in the 
study were heart disease, can¬ 
cer and stroke. 


Bill Gates in Nigeria to boost 
anti-polio drive

LAGOS,(AFP) - Microsoft 
co-founder Bill Gates has ar¬ 
rived in Nigeria to take stock 
of a campaign to rid Africa's 
most populous nation of polio 
following a resurgence this 
year, his foundation said Tues¬ 
day. 

Gates held talks with gov¬ 
ernment officials and influen¬ 
tial traditional leaders in 
Nigeria's worst-hit northwest¬ 


ern region on Tuesday, 
his first of a three-day 
trip, Michal Fishman, 
spokeswoman for the 
Bill & Melinda Gates 
Foundation, told AFP. 

In 2009 and 2010, 
polio cases fell by 95 
percent in Nigeria. The 
foundation said Nige¬ 
ria's commitment to 
eradicate the crippling, 
but vaccine-pre¬ 
ventable disease was 
at its peak during that period. 

But in 2011, it said, "atten¬ 
tion to polio waned" and the 
disease has now re-emerged as 
a serious threat to children's 
health, with 30 polio cases re¬ 
ported in six northern states. 

However Gates was upbeat 
that Nigeria would win the 
war against the disease. 

"Nigeria has achieved im¬ 
portant success with polio 


over recent years and we are 
confident it can finish the 
job," said Gates. 

Nigeria is one of four coun¬ 
tries — including India, Pak¬ 
istan and Afghanistan — where 
polio transmission has never 
been stopped. 

The UN has blamed the 
resurgence of polio in Nigeria 
on a drop in the number of 
vaccines while vaccination 
campaigns have also been met 
with resistance in parts of the 
country on suspicion the 
serum could be harmful to 
children. 

The disease once crippled 
children worldwide and killed 
350,000 children in 1988. 
That was the year that a global 
effort was kicked off to try to 
make the disease only the sec¬ 
ond after smallpox to be erad¬ 
icated. 



TOKYO, (AFP) - A 13-year- 
old girl suffocated after she 
was strapped down and 
doused with water by her fa¬ 
ther and a monk who were 
trying to expel an "evil spirit", 
Japanese police and media re¬ 
ports said Tuesday. 

The two men, 56-year-old 
monk Kazuaki Kinoshita and 
the girl's 50-year-old father 
Atsushi Maishigi, were ar¬ 
rested on charges of inflicting 
injury resulting in the death of 
Tomomi Maishigi in Ku¬ 
mamoto in the country's 
south. 

"The two are suspected of 
having conspired in what they 


call 'waterfall service'... They 
allegedly strapped the victim 
to a chair with belts and 
doused her face with water," 
on the night of August 27, a 
local police spokesman said. 

She was confirmed dead 
early the next day when her 
mother called an ambulance 
after the girl fell unconscious. 

News reports said the two 
men poured water over her as 
an "exorcism" with the father 
holding the girl down while 
the monk chanted sutras. 

Reports said the the girl’s 
parents had turned to the 
monk after the youngster had 
suffered several years of men¬ 
tal and physical ill health that 
doctors had not been able to 
resolve. 

Her parents had taken her 
to one of the group's facilities 
equipped with a water pump 
and made her go through the 
dousing practice about 100 
times before, the broadcaster 
said. 

The pump pulls water from 
underground and draws it to a 
height of 2.5 metres (eight 
feet), from where it falls on 
the person sitting below, TBS 
said.

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Introducing the Dragon Fruit to Aruba 



Do not let the name Dragon 
Fruit scare you or turn you 
off. Because, in truth, it is as 
beautiful as a rose, and is so 
good eating that in some 
countries it is called The 
King of Fruits. 

It is believed by some peo¬ 
ple that this name originated 
in Southeast Asia because 
when it was introduced there 


from South America, the 
well-to-do fell in love with it 
and prized it. They, therefore 
scared off the common folks 
by relating it to dragons. Oth¬ 
ers say the plant owes its 
name to its dragon-like traits: 
multi-branched, ferociously- 
spiked, strangling anything 
living or dead it gets attached 
to. 


However, elsewhere, it has 
benign names: Pitaya in 
Venezuela; Pitahaya in 
Colombia; Indian Apple in 
the U.S. Its scientific name is 
Cereus triangularis of the 
family Cactacea (cactus). A 
cactus plant wih a delicious 
fruit? Unbelievable. On 
Aruba we spurn cunucu cacti 
as they were a source of pain, 
not pleasure. And eating any 
part of them by us, apple-lov¬ 
ing, peach -loving, apricot- 
loving people, would be 
belittling, Better leave it to 
the bird, bats, goats, and 
iguanas. But, you’d be sur¬ 
prised to learn that this fruit 
is now prized world-wide. 
For example, here’s what an 
internet contributor in 
Malaysia wrote: “It is a gold¬ 
mine fruit...” And another: 
“My mom planted a dragon 
Fruit as part of her hobby,

and now it 
turned out to 
be a reward¬ 
ing hobby by 
selling it to 
friends and 
neighbors.” 

And another: 

“Yes, Dragon 
Fruit grows 
in Massachu¬ 
setts. It is 
truly the king 
of fruits. 

The 
Dragon Fruit 
plant is quite 
similar to our 
common 
climbing- 
type cacti. It 
is multi- 
branched, 
each branch 
made up of 
short seg¬ 
ments off which other seg¬ 
ments grow, total length as 
long as two meters. The plant 
is octopus-like. Each branch 
has three ridges which are 
heavily spiked. Four or five 
times a year spectacular 
large, lily-like flowers appear 
at night. The flowers look 
like maidens draped in long, 
velvet-like, seductive skirts. 
Better look quickly or not at 
all because within a few 
hours the skirts wither, turn 
black and fall off. Then the 
sepals at the base curl over 
the embryo providing shelter 
and protection as it matures. 
When fully mature, the fruit 
is perfectly round, about 8 
cm, and looks like a flaming 
red rose. But without smell, 
as if “Made in China.” In this 
virgin state it resists picking. 

Once picked all one has to 
do is to peel off the sepals, 
slit the fruit in two, and drool 
over the tightly-packed, 
blood-red flesh. Scoop it out 
and eat - flesh and its many 
little black seeds. All that is 


left in your hands is a little 
plastic-like bowl. Then, set 
the bowl aside for use later. 
Mix flesh with pureed mango 
and some sugar. Return mix¬ 
ture into skin and serve 
chilled and topped with 
whipped cream. Ah! 

Note: The above fruit de¬ 
scription applies to the red 
variety of Dragon Fruit 
(Cereus traingularis, specie 
costaricensis. The yellow va¬ 
riety (specie megalanthus) 
has yellow skin and white 
flesh, and is oval, smaller 
than the red, unattractive, but 
slightly sweeter. Both vari¬ 
eties are now growing well at 
Cunucu di Jimmy in Tanki 
Flip 

Because Dragon Fruit is 
so much at home in Aruba 
should we not lay some claim 
to it and give it a name of our 
own? Kadushi Bunita Dia¬ 
blo, for example?

BERLIN, (AFP) - Germany 
told the United States Tuesday 
to stop pointing the finger at 
Europe for its own economic 
ills while debt-hit Greece 
promised to do its utmost to 
avert a financial meltdown in 
the eurozone. 

Europe's snowballing debt 
crisis had nothing to do with 
the United States, which 
would do better to focus on 
solving the very real problems 
of its own, said German Fi¬ 
nance Minister Wolfgang 
Schaeuble. 

His barbed comments were 
clearly aimed at US President 
Barack Obama who had 
warned a day earlier that Eu¬ 
rope's failure to tackle crip¬ 
pling Greek debt was "scaring 
the world". 

"It's always much easier to 
give advice to others than to 


decide for yourself I am 
well prepared to give advice 
to the US government," 
Schaeuble said in an Eng¬ 
lish-language address to the 
European School of Man¬ 
agement and Technology in 
Berlin. 

"Even if Obama is think¬ 
ing the opposite, I don't think 
the problems of Europe are 
the reason for the problems 
of the US," he said. 

Despite the sharp words, 
stocks rallied for a second day 
running with European shares 
up 4-6 percent and Wall Street 
up nearly three percent on be¬ 
lief that EU and world leaders 
are preparing a blockbuster re¬ 
sponse to the eurozone debt 
crisis, traders said. 

Elsewhere in the German 
capital, Greek Prime Minister 
George Papandreou insisted 
that Athens was pulling out all 
the stops to resolve the crisis 
and prevent it from bringing 
down the euro project as a 
whole. 

"I can guarantee that 
Greece will live up to all its 
commitments. I promise you 
we Greeks will soon fight our 
way back to growth and pros¬ 
perity after this period of 
pain," Papandreou insisted, 
adding that pillorying Greece 
would not help matters. 


Greece was making a "su¬ 
perhuman effort" to bring 
down its debt, Papandreou in¬ 
sisted. 

Before a crunch working 
dinner with German Chancel¬ 
lor Angela Merkel on Tuesday 
evening, Papandreou reiterated 
that Greece was determined to 
implement reforms "not only 
to overcome the present crisis, 
but to make Greece more com¬ 
petitive." 

Merkel, for her part, said 
the crisis was not a crisis in the 
common currency itself, but in 
the huge debt piles amassed by 
eurozone members. 

"We don't have a euro cri¬ 
sis, but a debt crisis," Merkel 
said. 

Before going into the din¬ 
ner Merkel said: "We want a 
strong Greece in the euro 
area.... Germany is ready to 
give all the help required" as 
Athens implements reforms. 

Their working dinner amid 
increasing speculation that 
Greece could default, with the 
next instalment of debt aid due 
under its May 2010 bailout ac¬ 
cord with the EU and IMF 
hanging fire as officials review 
the country's finances. 

Athens says the aid pay¬ 
ment, worth eight billion euros 
($11 billion), is essential to 
continue paying its bills. 


ATHENS, September 27, 
2011 (AFP) - The Greek par¬ 
liament approved a controver¬ 
sial property tax Tuesday that 
aims to plug a budget hole and 
help unlock bailout funds 
needed to prevent the country 
from defaulting. 

The tax, which has sparked 
outrage as 70 percent of 
Greeks own their homes, was 
approved by a party line vote 
as more than a thousand peo¬ 
ple protested outside on the 
streets. 

Greece, under pressure 
from its international creditors 
to plug a budget gap of more 
than 2.0 billion euros ($2.7 
billion), earlier this month an¬ 


nounced the tax of up to 16 
euros per square metre. 

To help ensure collection, the 
tax is to be collected by power 
companies on their bills to 
clients, with electricity to be shut 
off for those who refuse to pay. 

The finance ministry said 
this week that Greeks have 
400 billion euros ($548 bil¬ 
lion) invested in property, 
roughly the size of the nation's 
sovereign debt which is more 
than 350 billion euros. 

The long-term unemployed 
will be exempt from the tax, 
so long as their family income 
is less than 12,000 euros a 
year and the value of their 
property does not exceed 


150,000 euros. The finance 
ministry has also said the tax 
would not apply to state of¬ 
fices, embassies, religious 
buildings, monasteries, non¬ 
profit organisations, charities 
and amateur sports clubs. 


NEW YORK, September 27, 
2011 (AFP) - US equities reg¬ 
istered a second straight day of 
solid gains Tuesday as traders 
took more optimistic stock of 
the eurozone debt crisis. 

After adding nearly three 
percent during the session, 
profit-taking set in and the 
Dow Jones Industrial Average 
closed up 146.83 points (1.33 
percent) to 11,190.69. 

The broader S&P 500 rose 
12.43 (1.07 percent) to 

1,175.38, while the Nasdaq 
Composite added 30.14 (1.20 
percent) to 2,546.83. 

"The Dow rose as many as 
311 points by mid-afternoon 
as investors anticipated a more 
ambitious plan to contain the

Shares of BlackBerry 
maker Research In Motion 
rose 4.5 percent to $22.65 
amid speculation that billion¬ 
aire US investor Carl Icahn 
has taken a stake. 

Embattled Hewlett-Packard 
added 3.9 percent to $23.59 
after an analyst at Bernstein 
Research labeled the company 
"the most inexpensive technol¬ 
ogy stock in the S&P 500." 

Bank of America led losers 
in the Dow's 30 blue chips 
with a 1.8 percent loss after 
spending most of the session 
in positive territory.

The terms of the out-of- 
court deal were not confirmed, 
but celebrity news website 
TMZ reported that he would 
get $25 million almost imme¬ 
diately, and $100 million in 
profits from syndication over 
the next seven years. 

’’Warner Bros. Television, 
Chuck Lorre and Charlie 
Sheen have resolved their dis¬ 
pute to the parties' mutual sat¬ 
isfaction," said a statement by 
Warner Bros Television. 

"The pending lawsuit and

arbitration will be dismissed as 
to all parties. The parties have 
agreed to maintain confiden¬ 
tiality over the terms of the 
settlement," it added. 

Sheen was fired from the 
show — which has been a hit 


since it was launched in 2003 
and has been nominated for 
numerous awards — after lash¬ 
ing its producer Chuck Lorre 
in a series of colorful inter¬ 
views. 

The actor, who has a long 
history of hard partying and 
scandal, became an Internet 
sensation as he appeared to be 
heading for a career melt¬ 
down, or "self-inflicted disin¬ 
tegration" as his former 
employees called it. 

In recent weeks he has ap¬ 
peared contrite, notably using 
an appearance during the 
Emmys to wish the show's 
makers all the best, and even 
tweeting a photo of him mak¬ 
ing up with Ashton Kutcher, 
his successor on the show.

’’Brian Barnhart is incon¬ 
sistent and even changes the 
rule book when is convenient 
for him, and his own personal 
interests. 

’’Brian Barnhart is a circus 
clown!” 

Castroneves will be al¬ 
lowed to make appearances 
for IndyCar in the next few 
weeks to work off the fine 
and can appeal the punish¬ 
ment.

Miami’s three

MIAMI (AFP) - Miami 
Heat stars LeBron James, 
Dwyane Wade and Chris 
Bosh will reunite for a char¬ 
ity game on October 8 in 
Miami for the first time 
since the Heat lost to Dallas 
in June's NBA Finals. 

The event, set to be 
staged at Florida Interna¬

MEDINAH (AFP) - US 2012

Love said he would probably 
do what 2011 Presidents Cup 
captain Fred Couples did and 
select a healthy Tiger Woods 
for his team even after a win¬ 
less season. 

One year before the start

Woods, a former World 
No. 1 now ranked 50th, has 
not won since November of 
2009, just before his infa¬ 
mous sex scandal began. He 
spent much of this season 
nursing knee and Achilles 
tendon injuries suffered at the 
Masters. 

But Woods was selected 
well in advance of Tuesday's 


announcements as a pick for 
the US Presidents Cup team 
by Couples, saying he wanted 
Woods on the squad. Love is 
ready to play it the same way, 
although he might not say so 
in advance. 

"You certainly want one of 
the best players ever in the 
game. You want him on your 
team,” Love said. "I’m hop¬ 
ing, as a friend, for Tiger's 
sake, that he has a full, 
healthy season next year and 
we are not in this situation, 
that he's back to his form, and 
he's ready to go. 

”1 would love to play as 
Tiger Woods' partner in a Pres¬ 
idents Cup or Ryder Cup, so I 
would probably have to go 
with exactly what Fred did.” 

Olazabal will guide the 
Europeans in the first Ryder 
Cup since the death of Seve 
Ballesteros, his long-time 
Ryder Cup partner. The Span¬ 
ish duo went 11-2-2 as a 
Ryder Cup pairing and Olaz¬ 
abal evoked Ballesteros in

White Sox part with 
manager Guillen 


CHICAGO (AFP) - Chicago 
White Sox manager Ozzie 
Guillen has been released 
from his Major League 
Baseball contract with two 
days remaining in the sea¬ 
son, the team announced on 
Monday after a 4-3 victory 
over Toronto. 

And the Florida Marlins, 
who last year spoke with the 
White Sox about obtaining 
Guillen, announced that they 
will have a managerial va¬ 
cancy with 80-year-old Jack 
McKeon saying he will retire 
at the end of the season. 

The White Sox said they 
retain the right to be com¬ 
pensated if Guillen accepts a 
managerial job with any 
other major league club for 
the 2012 campaign. 


Guillen, who had one 
year remaining on his con¬ 
tract, met White Sox owner 
Jerry Reinsdorf earlier Mon¬ 
day and said he wanted to re¬ 
turn but only for a contract 
extension with a pay hike. 

”We certainly cannot 
thank Ozzie enough for all 
he has done during his eight 
seasons as manager of the 
Chicago White Sox, high¬ 
lighted by an unforgettable 
2005 World Series champi¬ 
onship,” Reinsdorf said in a 
statement. 

Guillen, guided the White 
Sox to a 678-617 during his 
stint with the club. 

”No regrets, but a lot of 
disappointment,” Guillen 
said. ”1 will continue in the 
game. I don't know how.”
